DESPERATE 

Fight By Condemned Man- 
Resisted the Officers 
When They Began 

To Prepare Him for the Scaffold, 
And the Hose Had to Be 
Turned on Him.

New York, Sept, u.— Peter Hernia 
w*i hanged in the connty jail at 
Hackensack, N. J., to-day for tbe 
mnrder of Barney Ksnter, a butcher, 
bat before hi* execution was accom- 
plished Hernia made a desperate 
fight. When two Deputy Sberifla 
approached him to strap hla arms he 
suddenly tore off two brasa brackets 
on the side of his cell and getting In- 
to the corridor leaped over a parti- 
tion. He then tore off a piece ol lead 
pipe and, crouching la a corner, 
shouted that he would brain anyone 
tb.it came near him. By this time 
the jail was in an uproar. The Sber- 
10 and hla deputies were at first puz- 
zled aa to how to deal with the mur- 
derer and disarm him. It was finally 
decided to turn a hose on him. This 
was done, and aa Hernia pnt np hla 
handa to ward off the water trom 
striking him In the face a Deputy 
Sheri fi leaped over and grabbed the 
hsnda of the murderer in which was 
the lead pipe Other deputies quick- 
ly rushed In. Hernia waa finally 
overpowered and securely strapped. 
He waa then placed In a chair and 
carried to tbe gallows, his clothing 
dripping wet, He waa lifted from the 
chair and the noose qnlckly adjusted 
about hla neck. The Sheriff then 
aaked him II he bad anything to 
any: 

He replied In a weak voice, -‘Good- 
by, all. Excuse me." 

The drop was then sprang, and 
Hernia died of strangulation. The 
condemned man during the night 
aaked frequently lor whisky, and this 
morning he refnaed to eat hla break- 
fast when whisky was related and 
■mashed a chair In hla cell, and two 
priests who were with him had gmt 
difficulty In calming him. 

Hernia shot Kan ter on March 4, 
last, beesnte the latter would not sell 
him s cents' worth of meat tor hla 
dog. Ranter explained that hla sup- 
ply waa exhausted, bat Hernia pre- 
tended not to believe him. and npon 
a second refusal later In the day ahot 
Ranter, who died that evening from 
the effects ol tbe wonnd.

His Dead Body Strung Up. 

Marshfield. Ore.. Sept i*.— Alonzo 
Tncker. colored, who assaulted Mrs. 
Dennla near Libby yesterday, was 
lynched to-day. A body of coal 
miners, heavily armed, marched Into 
town laat evening. The marshal, 
who had Tncker In custody, attempt- 
ed to take him from the jail jnat aa 
the miner* entered, and a rash was 
made for the negro. He managed to 
give hla custodian the allp and jump- 
ed under the wharf into the mud 
flat*, and elnded both officers and 
mob nntll to-day. The miners sta- 
tioned armed guards at every point of 
egress trom the city. The patrol waa 
kept np all night, and at one time 
there was load talk of lynching tbe 
officers who allowed Tncket to escape. 
Every corner of the town waa search- 
ed, and finally two boys located the 
fugitive nndea a store. Tbe boys 
fired at him with nlr guns and drove 
him trom hla hiding place. Aa he 
emerged a ball from a rlflle. caught 
him In the right leg. Tncker tun In- 
to the store and waa followed by tbe 
miner*, who started to string him np 
in the store, bnt they decided to take 
him to the scene of hla crime A 
start was made, bnt the negro died 
from hla wounds, aad the mob hang- 
ed him to n beam on the South Mart- 
field bridge. There waa not a 
ed man In tbe crowd, and everything 
waa dooe la broad daylight.

THE DEMOCRATS. 

The St. Ptnl Globe, like other 
Democratic organa In the Weat, la 
discouraged by the good crops, and 
good prices that make the farmers 
prosperous, and unwilling to listen to 
the wall ot the calamity howler. The 
Globe aska: 

"la the rain (all due to Dlngley 
tariff schedules or to New Jersey trust 
extortions? If the ballot of the 
American citizen can be controlled by 
the rainiall and tbe crop yield, where 
ia the boasted Intelligence and Inde- 
pendence of the Republic?" 

The Globe and all other Democratic 
organa thonld remember President 
Cleveland’* maxim: "It la a condi- 
tion and not a theory which confront* 
na." The American people are capa- 
ble of judging theories by conditions, 
and while the rainiall baa brought 
forth good crops thla year, the same 
waa true In 1896 and the farmers were 
not prosperous or happy. In that 
laat year of Democratic administra- 
tion and low tariff schedules In the 
Wllson-Gormsn law, the rainfall was 
good and the corn crop the largest in 
the history of tha country, either be- 
fore or since that date, unless thla 
year’s crop shall surpass It. We pro- 
duced 2,283,875,165 bnsbela of corn 
In 1896 and It sold at an average 
price ol 21.5 cents per bushel at the 
farm, making the total (arm valne ot 
the crop $491,006,957. In i90t the 
corn crop waa more than 750,000,000 
bnsbela less than in 1896 and the 
valne of It nearly double that ol the 
last Democratic tariff year. In 190T 
the average price of corn at the larm 
waa 60.5 cent*, and the total larm 
value $921,555,768. The rainfall la 
not the only agency for proaperity 
even on the farm. 

The wheat crop waa much smaller 
In 1896 than In 1901 bnt It did not 
bring Increased price due to Its scar- 
city, because there was a scarcity of 
labor and wages to purchase wheat 
bread. In 1896 the wheat crop 
amounted to 427,674.346 bushels and 
the farm value ol the crop waa $310,- 
602,539. Last year the wheat crop 
amounted to 748.400,218 bnshels and 
tbe farm value was $467,350,156. 
The oat crop In 1896 amounted to 
707,346 404 bnshels and Its farm valne 
was $293,658,777.. While the oat 
crop waa larger by only 30,000,000 
bnshels laat year the valne was more 
than double that of 1896. These ate 
the conditions on tbe farm which ar: 
embarrassing to the calamity howler*. 
They find that Nature and the Dlng- 
ley law are cooperating thla year and 
giving calamity a back seat. 

POPULAR SUP P RACK IN THE SOUTH. 
Senator Patterson, of Colorado, In 
discussing the Philippine Civil Gov- 
ernment Bill in the United States 
Senate last May said It waa a mon- 
stroud piece ol legislation becanse it 
would not permit more than 5 per 
cent, of tbe people in the Islands to 
vote. The Southern Democrats en* 
dorsed the views of the Colorado 
Senator. But what shocks the Dem- 
ocratic Senators In the Philippines 
does not disturb -them at home. 
Sonth Carolina, the State of Tillman, 
and Mississippi, the State ol Money, 
hold elections year* after year and 
claim to be among tbe oldest State* 
In the Union, bnt neither of these 
States cast enough votes In 1900 to 
eqnal 4 per cent, of the population . 
while the toUl vete ot Mississippi 
was equsl to 3.8 per cent, of the pop- 
ulation . In South Carolina, where 
Tillman boast* that they have a white 
man’s goverrment, according to the 
census of 1900, 130,375 white males 
ol votlog age, and the total vote of 
the State In that year was only 50,- 
8:5. or a little more than one-thltd of 
the white men ol voting age In the 
State, and only one-filth of the men 
of voting age. Could anything be 
more ftrclal In popular government 
than the State of Sonth Carolina even 
aa a white man's government? Miss- 
issippi la no better. There are 150,- 
530 white male* of voting age In that 
State and the total vote in the last 
Presidential election was 59>>°3- 
There were little more than one-third 
the white men of the State voting, 
and less than one-fifth of the voters 
white and colored recorded as vot- 
ing. 

In Georgia, the State ot Senator 
Bacon, another critic of the Philip- 
pine bill, only 5 per cent, of the pop- 
ulation voted In 1900; In Texas it 
was 13 per cent. ; In Virginia 14 pet 
cent. ; while In Ohio there waa 25 per 
cent ol tbe population recorded as 
voting In 1900; In New York 2: per 
cent ; In Virginia 14 pet cent ; and In 
Illinois 23 per cent. It Is from Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Sonth Carolina and 
Mississippi that solid Democratic del- 
egations will be elected In November. 
Sonth Carolina will elect Congress- 
men and Mississippi will elect 8 with 
fewer votes than are required to elect 
one member of the House trom Ohio, 
Illinois or New York. It la this une- 
qual representation which makes 
necessary a harder fight In every 
Northern State to prevent the Sonth 
from controlling Congress. 

Here la a typical case ol misrepre- 
sentation made by the Democratic 
Congressional Committee a text book. 



jnat published. On page 135 It Is 
stated: "This would leave the coat 
ot the Philippine war $696,338 374 np 
to June 30, 1903." 

The Secretary of War made an of- 
ficial report to the Senate Jane 19, 
J902. In which he said that "The 
•mount of money expended and the 
amount so far as practicable to state 
It, for which the government of tbe 
Uulted States Is liable, remaining nn* 
paid lor equipment, (applies and mil- 
itary operations in the Philippine 
Islands etch year from May r, 1898 to 
the present time aggregate <170,362,- 
586,011."

Possibly one reason why the Demo- 
crats are so opposed to the Philippine 
1 policy of the Administration la be- 
cause the "Commoner" pictured a 
Macabebe scout aa a lull blooded 
negro. 

Criminal aggregation against the 
fillplnos consist* In building porta, 
roads, and school houses, In Insisting 
on sanitary measures, in providing a 
low eqnltable tariff and In aiding 
them to learn tbe art ol self-govern- 
ment. 

More American manufactures have 
been exported daring the past fiscal 
year than during the entire period 
tbe Democrats controlled the govern- 
ment ol the U nlted States. 

The Democrats maintain that tbe 
Philippine war was needless. True 
we could have abandoned the Islands 
to the German Admiral who annoyed 
Dewey bnt then Dewey was not built 
that way. 

The Democrats assert that tropical 
colonies have never been commercial- 
ly successful, vet the tropics ol the 
globe are governed by temperate zone 
nations. 

A million dollars worth ol opium 
recently arrived at San Francisco. 
The Democratic leaders might be able 
to see a victory in November next it 
they could only procure that con- 
signment lor nse in their own 
pipes. 

The tours being made by President 
Roosevelt are splendid object lessons 
in patriotism and cannot help doing 
much good. His pride in being made 
an "Honorary Locomotive Firemen” 
waa evident and genuine. Actions 
of this character will go far towards 
combating tbe Democratic endeavors 
to divide onr population Into two hos- 
tile camps — into capital’s camp and 
labor’s camp — tbe camp of the 

claasee and the camp of the maeeee.

When be has a baby at his honse, or

ping paper and tacked on his front 
door, and when he la ■ candidate for 
office, he might stamp a label to the 
effect that he wants to be constable, 
road overseer or justice ot the peace, 
as the case may be. and pin It on the 
boaom of his pants.

— Detectives 
ol New York, Jersey City and other 
nearby cities In New Jereey ere work- 
ing together to unravel the mystery 
of the death of Mrs. Joseph Pulitzer, 
wboae nude body waa found yesterday 
In the Morla canal In the outskirts of 
Jersey City, under circumstances in- 
dicating murder. 

The husband ol the women, a tjilor 
of this city, was brought from Jersey 
City to police headquarters In this 
city early to-day, end alter being 
closely questioned he wts invited to 
remain at headquarters until the ar- 
rival of Capt. Tltns, chief ol detec- 
tives. 

At the detective bureau thla morn- 
ing It was said that the central office 
had been notified by the Newark po- 
lice to be on the lookout for a black 
runabout with solid rubber tires, and 
also lor a small bay horae, both of 
which have been missing from tbe 
livery stable ot a man named Mullins 
since yesterday morning. The po- 
lice say that Pulitzer formerly had a 
business of his own, but gave It up, 
end ol late has been working st times 
for his brother, who has a tailor store 
In this city. 

The dead women was a Dane. 

C M. Pulitzer, a brother ol Joseph, 
living at 11 Waverly Place, called at 
police headquarters this morning and 
was closeted with the detectives who 
are working on the case.

He Is no friend to gen- 
eral prosperity who will urge any- 
thing tending to Interrupt these 
conditions. He who would be heard 
In a suggestion to modlly one item tu 
the rchednle, must show that the 
modification will do the good he 
claims lor it. This will be had for 
most of the reformers to do. Bnt 
they should be required to give bond 
that their efforts to repair and remod- 
el won’t shake the whole structure 
and bring down an avalanche of com- 
mercial stringency, distrust and dis- 
aster. And this the most redoubta- 
ble reformer cannot do. It can’t be 
done. — Toledo Times.

He's an Inmate of a lighthouse, end 
he salutes passing vessels. 

"Sailor” is tbe name of a wise dog 
which Uvea on Wood Island, off Bld- 
deford Pool, Me., says the New York 
Sun. His master la Tomas H. Or- 
cutt, keeper of the Wood Island light- 
house. Having passed moat of hla 
nine years of life on rocky Wood Is- 
land. where the passing ol vessels la 
the chiei thing to break the monoto- 
ny of life, "Sailor” naturally take* a 
a great Interest in nautical matter*.

Hla note of thl* fact resulted In try- 
ing an experiment When be saw 
the next veeeel coming he anticipated 
hie master In ringing the bell. Aa 
the yean have passed "Sailor” haa 
kept on ringing salutes to passing 
vessels and steamers. Indeed, he 
feels hart If not permitted to give the 
customary salute to passing crafts, 
while sklppera whose coarse takes 
them olten past Wood Island are ac- 
customed to see "Sailor" tagging 
vlsionsly at the bell rope. They re- 
ply with a will on their ship’s bell or 
horn, and In case of steamers a hear- 
ty trlpple blast Is sent back to the 
watcher of Wood Island, who gives * 
new meaning to the good old sea 
term of "dog watch."

PRESIDENT 

Jokes With Surgeons During 
Operation. 

President Removed to Hospital 
While Crowd is Left in 
Wonderment. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 23. — President 
Roosevelt's Western trip came to an 
untimely end In this In this city to* 
day. He was fonnd to be suffering 
trom a swelling in the left leg between 
the knee and the ankle that required 
Immediate surgical attention, and, In- 
stead of being taken to the train to 
continue his journey to Fort Wayne 
and Milwaukee, he was conveyed to 
St. Vincent's Hospitel, where he was 
operated on. The operation occurred 
at 3:35 o'clock, and lasted only a 
short time, when he was takeu to a 
private room In in the hospital to 
rest. Alter taking a light luncheon 
at 7 50 p. m. he was conveyed on a 
stretcher to hla train, which had been 
backed np on the "Y” near the hos- 
pital, and at ten mlnntea to 8 o'clock 
the train left for Washington. 

JOKES WITH SURGEONS. 

The President was told to remove 
bis shoes and stockings and nether 
garments. He also removed his coat 
and vest. A moment Inter, however, 
he was told to simply remove his 
shoes and they would be required to 
bare the leg only. This was done. 
The President walked to the operating 
table alone, and as he lay down he 
remarked with a smile: 

“Gentlemen, you are formal. I see 
yon have your gloves on." This was 
a reference to the antiseptic gloves of 
the surgeons. 

"Mr. President," said a surgeon 
with s smile, “it is always In order 
to wear gloves at a President’s recep- 
tion. 

This caused the President to ex- 
claim; “Good: well said." 

The operation began without delay. 
The pain caused the President to mut- 
ter several times In s low voice, but 
he said nothing that was distinct ex- 
cept to ask for a glass ol water before 
the needle had been removed. 

Alter the operation was over be 
made several langhable remarks con- 
cerning trlval matters, and asked if 
would be allowed to use his leg long 
enough to walk upstairs himself. 

“Yon will be hauled upstairs In a 
wheeled ambulance," said a surgeon. 

WESTERN TOUR CUT SHORT. 

Richmond, Ind , Sept. 23. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's train arrived here at 
9 45 p. m. The President was rest- 
ing easily, and the wound on his leg 
showed no 111 effects from from the 
short trip from the hospital to the 
train at Indianapolis. On the con- 
trary, the President suffered less pain 
than he has for several days. He 
passed the time during the run here 
In reading. He Is cheertul and Is ly- 
ing in bed wltn his leg propped up 
on a pillow. The train will run on a 
slow schedule, making about thirty 
miles an hour and is due to arrive In 
Washington at 6 30 o'clock to-mor 
row evening. He will be taken to 22 
Jackson Place, where the temporary 
executive offices are located. 

It was learned to-night that the de- 
termination to abandon the trip was 
reached yesterday and notices to this 
effect were aent out last night from 
Detroit and to-day from Indianapolis 
to those interested In the places the 
President was to visit. No inkling ot 
this decision waB made known to the 
members ot the President's party on 
the train outside of hts physicians and 
secretaries until Secretary Cortelyou 
Issued his am onneement. The Pres- 
ident did not speak to Dr. Lung, his 
official physician, of the pain in his 
leg until a few days ago. Yesterday 
the pain become so Intense that It 
was decided ts take no further risks 
by continuing the trip. The Presi- 
dent regreta exceedingly that he haB 
been compelled to abandon bis trip. 
He has received a large number of 
telegrams of condolence.

A FAMOUS PAINTING, 



One Fluor,- I,, a Japan?,* Plclare 
Yi.lhle Onlr St Kluht. 

Some of tliv finest Jnpnnese paint- 
inpi In Wushlugton are in the legation 
building of that nation, the Japanese 
embassador being a collector and con- 
noisseur of tbc nrt of his native land. 
Tho Japanese stylo of painting Is alto- 
gether unlike that of Europe and 
America, and the reason Japanese 
painters arc able to produce color ef- 
fects that are tho despair of Euro- 
pean and American artists Is owing to 
the pigments they use, a large number 
of which are secret aud unknown out- 
side of Japan. 

In Japan there Is a very famous 
painting which no amount of money 
could buy and which is the master- 
piece of a famous artist who lived 
several centuries ago. Viewing the 
painting In the daytime, one is disap- 
pointed. It shows nothing more than 
a very commonplace landscape, unre- 
lieved by mouutaius or hills. As soon, 
however, as night fulls ouo begins to 
realize the peculiar merit of the pic- 
ture, for upon the canvas there up- 
pears a luminous water buffalo (carl 
bou) browsing upon the grass at Its 
feet. 

The artist who painted this picture 
discovered a certain phospboresceut 
paint, which he obtained from the bod- 
ies of certain mollusks, or fish, aud 
with which be painted the buffalo that, 
invisible In daylight. Is luminously 
brilliant In the dark. The secret of 
making this paint died with the artist 
The picture, which bnngs In a Bud- 
dhist temple, has proved a fertile source 
of superstition, the priests claiming that 
the buffalo bides away iu the shade 
behind some trees In the picture dur- 
ing the heat of the day, coming out at 
night to graze.— Washington l’ust
